Contribution of the New Car
dealers of Torrance to the city's
economy is pointed up graphie-
ally in figures released this
week by the Torrance Car Deal-
ers Assn,

The five new car dealers of
Torrance — Oscar Maples Ford,
Pauls Chevrolet, Whittlesey
Motors, Butlgt Buick, and Tor-
rance Lincoln-Mercury —— will
have a combined payroll of ap-
proximately $1 million and tax-
able sales of approximately $10
million during the 1656 new car
year,

With the new state sales tax
legislation which will give the
city a flat one per cent tax on
all sales made In Torrance, the
city's share of the automobile
business in Torrance should be
near the, $100,000 mark,

This tax figure alone nearly
equals all the sales taxes pald
jnto the city during the previ-
ous years from all sources, The
effect on the city’s economy of
the million-dollar payroll can-
not be meéasured because It is
invaluable,

Hundreds of persons are em-
ployed by the automobile deal-
ers of Torrance and, in turn,
more hundreds depend upon
those employes for their sup-
port,
